U.S. S. “Raleigh,” 
Manila, Philippine Islands, 
May 4, 1898. 


Dear friend: 
I'll now show you how we knocked 


the stuffing out of the dagoes, On Sat- 
urday, April 30, our fleet arrived on 


‘the coast of the island of Luzon.’ We 


steamed slowly all.day and continued 
making every preparation for fighting 
that had not previously been made. 
The ships strewed the sea with wood- 
work and all stuff that would be likely 
to take fire in battle. All our mess 
chests, tables and benches and even 
costly furniture, were thrown over- 
board. Inthe afternoon the “McCul- 
lough’’(revenue cutter) picked up two 
small sailing vessels, but let them go 
again. Later the boys donned their 
war suits, prepared for the occasion, 
by painting them the same ‘invisible 
gray”. a8 the ‘ships were painted. 


bright color in the smoke? It is young 
Alfonso’s royal colors. The flames 
leap higher, higher, they have caught 
the flag on high and the American tars 
could be heard to cheer from ship to 


ship all over the fleet. 
“At 11 we made a second attack. 


The dagoes fought bard, but we fought 
| harder. All the boats were shot off 
from the **Boston.” The ‘‘Baltimore” 
lost two boats and got several shots in 
| her side, one of which crashed through 
her berth deck wounding six men. An 


| officer named Rodman was in com-

| castle and frequently fired it himself. 
| He placed a shot.so nicely that it sent 
a gun of the fort bounding in air, then 
cried out+to the captain gp the bridge, 
“How was that, Captain ?” and the 
‘Old man”? waying his cap replied, 
“Good boy, Rodman—God bless you— 
give them another.” By this time 
nearly all the Spanish fleet were in a 
sinking condition, most- of them in 
flames. The ‘Baltimore’ Olympia” 
and “Boston”? steamed in face of the 


Wheil darkness spread over the seas| 51 and played their eight-inch batter- 


we all lounged about the spar deck 


and sang: 
“Hoist up the flag, long may it wave, — 
God biess America, home of the brave.” 


Then the bands on the “Olympia” 
and the ‘Baltimore’ played our 
national airs and war songs and the 
voices of 2000 sailors rang out in three 
rousing. cheers such as were never 
heard on the waters. of the Philippines 
before. 

About ten o'clock we began to think 
more seriously of our duties and be- 
came more silent, for we were soon to 
force the entrance past the forts into 
the bay of Manila, Finally the officer 
on the forecastle gave the order: 
“Now, boys go to your stations and for 
God’s sake keep cool.” 

The order was promptly obeyed and 
every gun was loaded and manned. 
Our ships carried only one light. each, 
and that could be seen only from astern, 
and will you believe it? the first and 
strongest fort did not see us until we 


-were well past it. They then signalled 


to the next fort by firing rochets but 
half our ships had passed that before 
they were discovered when, crack ! 
went a gun anda wicked shell hissed 
across our qnarter deck—it was just 
thirteen minutes past midnight on Sun- 
day morning May the first—when the 
“Raleigh” responded with a five-inch 
rifle. The “Concord”? followed suit 
with a six-inch and the ‘Boston” sent 
her compliments along with a sweep- 
ing eight-inch, which must have been 
effective, for the fort fired no more. 
Then some of the boys brought out a 
a violin and two guitars (below deck, 
of course) and some’ played while 
others danced. Iam sure such a scene 
was never witnessed on such an occa- 
sion before—sailors in fighting cos- 
tumes, stripped to the, walst, with huge 
revolvers and cutlasses dangling at 
their sides, dancing and making merry 
while the enemy's guns doubtless were 
trained on our ship. . 

It was about twenty miles up the 
bay to Manila, where the Spanish fleet 
lay, so we steamed slowly up. When 
day broke that morning our war colors 
were unfurled from each top-mast and 
main or mizzen gaff peak. “I know that 
you will know of the “Battle of Ma- 
nila” long before you read my letter, 
but pardon me, please—I like to tell it 
myself. With praises to the glory and 
power of the American nation, we 
have met the enemy and they are ours. 
The Spanish fleet took shelter under 
cover of the guns of a strong fort near 
the navy yard. The “Olympia” and 
the cruiser ‘‘Baltimore” led the fleet. 
The guns of the fort were the first to 
fire on us and when they did the Amer- 
ican eagle screamed with rage but 
never lost a feather. We opened on 
them with our eight-inch rifles at long 
range, but gradually drew nearer, as 
we tested the range of their guns. 
Our ships steamed in a sort of circle 
and poured repeated broadside charges 
at the Spanish fleet. Under the smoke 
of our guns a torpedo boat sneaked up 
and fired a deadly torpedo at our pet 
the Hugh McCullough’’—but she was 
too quick for the torpedo and got out of 
its way. Did the torpedo boat get 
away ? I should think not: one of the 
*tRaleigh’s” five-inch rifles knocked it 
so high that we expect to find pieces of 
it in Hong-Kong when we.get back 
there. 

A shell from the ‘“‘Olympia’’ carried 
away the bridge of the ‘‘Spanish flag- 
ship,” which was occupied by their 
Admiral and Captain. I don’t just 
know what became of the two gentle 
men. Our batteries roared fdr two 
hours. Two Spanish vessels went 
down and we withdrew toa safe dis. 
tance Where we could eat breakfast 
without having to dodge shot at the 
same time. We didn't know then what 
great damage we had done. Our com- 
mander-in-chief called the captain to 
his ship to hold a council of war. 


- Look! look! cried a tar; we looked 


and saw the Spanish flagship on “fire. 
It was a grand sight to us to see the 
black smoke mingled with red flames, 
leaping up to thé yards, devouring our 
enemy. We all stood on the forecastle 
beneath a torrid’sun, which was boil 


) 


ies with such effect that there could be 
seen only 'a mass of flying stones, 
bricks and dismantled guns. Up went 
the white flag; the navy yard lay in 
ruins; the victory was won. Of the 
Spanisli fleet not. one floated. The 
‘*Petrel’’? steamed in and got two tugs 
and three steam launches all that was 
left. Now you want to know what in- 
jury the ‘‘Raleigh’’ received. One 
shot passed through our whaleboat and 
fragments of shell fell on deck, we 
picked them up for curios. Next day 
the “Baltimore” and ‘‘Raleigh’’steamed 
down to the entrance of the bay and 
asked the surrender of the fort. 

“Surrender for what ?” asked the 
commander of the fort. 

“Because,” explained the interpret- 
er, “the navy yard isin ruins and there 
is not a Spanish ship afloat.” 

He came aboard the ‘*Raleigh” and 
terms of surrender were made. Tne 
o!d gentleman, for suca he seemed, 
was wounded to the heart; he was to 
be pitied. 

“What! surrender without firing a 
shot ?”’ he asked. 

‘Yes’? answered the captain, ‘‘at 
this moment our guns are trained on 
the city of Manila and if a shot is fired 
here the city will be a waste of ashes 
in two hours.” 

He gave in. Tmis ended the fight 
and ends also my letter. I hope you'll 
have as good a time as we had if you 
go to the front and wish you good 
luck and hope you’ll remember your 
old shipmate.

You asked me one day for some recipes 
for cooking Italian pastes and other 
things that would do as substitutes for 
meats in the heated season. I was about 
to prepare something when I received a 
letter from my French correspondent 
that will just fill the bill. Try his sug- 
gestions for they gre practical.

My Dear Doctor: eats 

It is too hot today to think of cooking 
stews, ragouts and other meat entrees, 
so I.am going to write something about 
Italian pastes, as they are known among 
chefs. I mean Vermicelli, Macaroni and 
Spaghetti. These are all. birds of the 
same feather, the distinctive difference 
being in the Size, form and shape of the 
manufactured articles. i 

The Vermicelli, the smallest in diam- 
eter of the three, comes as a delightful 
addition to many soups. In all cases it 
should be cooked before being added to 
the soup. To have it at its best, place 
it in boiling water, well salted, and boil 
constantly until done, say 10 or 12 min- 
utes, Then drain and add to the soup 
just before serving. The Italian always 
adds grated cheese to the soup when in 
the plate before him, andif you are fond 
of cheese try his idea and you will de- 
clare it good. 

Spaghetti, to my mind the best of the 
pastes for general use, when well cook- 
ed will furnish you anexcellent,desirable 
entree. It should be cooked as indicated 
above for Vermicelli, but giving it about 
20 minutes’ boiling. 

The whole secret of the dish is in the 
preparaticn of the sauce. This can be 
made a very complex and mysterious 
concoction or quite simple. Let me try 
to lead you to a middle ground that I 
think will prove the best at first. Later 
we will make the sauce more elaborate, 
if desired. The Italian throws in a bit 
of this and a sprinkling of that in an 
apparently careless way, but we will 
try and be more precise. 

Take a half can tomatoes as a basis 
for your sauce. In a stewpan place a 
piece of butter the size of a pullet’s egg, 
and in it brown a small piece of onion 
and just a bit of garlic clove; put in the 
tomatoes and let them simmer slowly 
until they form a paste. Add a salt- 
spoonful of mustard, a_ tablespoon- 
ful of table sauce, a half dozen 
mushrooms, cut up fine, and salt and 
pepper to taste. Cook for ten minutes 
more, putting in a little soup stock if 
the paste becomes too thick, then strain 
through a fine sieve and pour over the 
spaghetti which has previously been 
placed in a warm (not hot) dish, 

Spaghetti thus served is always a most 
desirable dish and is a healthy one as 
well. 

Here is an easy way to prepare Mac- 
aroni that cannot fail to please you. 
Break up.a pint or so of Macaroni and 
put in a stewpan, and, pouring over it 
boiling water, cook it about 10 minutes; 
add a pint of milk and cook about 10 
minutes more, when you should add a 
piece of butter the size of a walnut and 
cook until the butter is melted. Use 
good care In dishing up so as not to 
break the Macaroni. This is known as 
“‘Macaroni and cream,” but can be easily 
made “Macaroni and cheese” by placing 
in a well buttered baking dish, sprink- 
ling over it grated cheese and baking 
until brown. 

The above are all dishes easily pre- 
pared and for the summer will please 
all of your friends. It wotld be better 
for the American people if they were 
well acquainted with these pastes, and 
you will do the world a favor if you make 
them more popular. hw

VEAL CHEESE. 

Frepare equal quantities of boiled, 
sliced veal and smoked tongue. Pound 
the slices separately in a mortar, moist- 
ening With butter as you proceed. Then 
pack it in a jar or pail, mixing it in 
alternate layers; first the tongue, then 
the veal, so that when it is cut it will 
look variegated. Press down hard and 
pour melted butt@r over the top.- 

Keep in a dry place and well covered. 
Nice for lunch and for sandwiches. 


FRIED SQUASH. 

Cut the squash in pieces or in thin 
slices and sprinkle it with salt. Let it 
stand a few minutes and then beat up 
two eggs. Dip the squash into the egg 
and fry it brown in butter. Do not get 
the slices too thin for fear that they. 
dry too much and become hard in the 
frying. The crooked-neck squashes are 
not preferable for frying,

JELLIED CALF'S HEAD. 


This is a very inexpensive dish, but 
particularly appetizing these hot days. 
Cover the head, which will be prepared 
by the butcher, with hot water and boil 
tlowly for an hour; then try, and if the 
meat does not readily leave the bone 
cook until it does. Take the meat care- 
fully from the bone, add a teaspoonful 
each of salt,sweet maijoram and summer 
gavory, a teaspoonful of chopped parsley, 
and a scant half teaspoonful of pepper; 
mix all thoroughly, press into a mould 
or a cheese cloth bag; put ina cold place 
and in a few hours it will be ready to cut 
in thin slices, These thin slices of meat 
put between thin slices of bread’ make 
delicious sandwiches. 


HORSERADISH SAUCE FOR FISH. 

Cook three-quarters of a cup of fine 
bread crumbs, half a cup of fresh horse- 
radish, grated, and one pint of milk for 
fifteen minutes in a double boiler; add 
one large tablespoonful of butter and 
season with salt and pepper. 


ROSE LEAF SUGAR. ~ 


Pound together in a mortar two cups 
of died rose leaves and one cup of fine 
granulated sugar; pass through a fine 
sieve and keep in an: air-tight jar until 
wanted for use, 


FOR THE PICNIC,

SHREDDED WHEAT BISCUIT TO- 
MATO SANDWICH. 

Six Shredded. Wheat Biscuit, four 
medium sized tomatoes, one-half tea- 
spoonful salt, one-sixteenth teaspoon- 
ful white pepper, Peel the tomatoes, 
slice and cut into small pieces, add salt 
and pepper, and set in cool place until 
thoroughly cold. Split the biscuit, dip 
the inside very quickly in cold water, 
taking care not to wet the outsideat all. 
Place the halves together and put in pan 
in moderate oven for five minutes. Then 
separate the halves of the Biscuit, and 
with a knife dipped in boiling water lay 
thin slices of good butter on the inside of 
the halves. Then put a layer of the to- 
Matoes on thé bottom half, using the 
liquid from the tomatoes.. Put the top 
half on, press lightly together, smooth 
the sides and ends, and ‘serve. If sugar 
is preferred, the salt and pepper may be 
omitted, and one teaspoonful of sugar 
may be sprinkled over the layer of to- 
mato before adding the top of the bis- 
cuit; or one teaspoon of salad dressing 
may be used. 

STUFFED EGGS. 

Six hard boiled eggs, one egg, one 
tablespoon cold water, two Shredded 
Wheat Biscuit, rolled and sifted, saltand 
white pepper, three teaspoons Royal 
Salad Dressing,one teaspoon Worcester- 
shire Sauce, 12 small wooden skewers.

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NEW ENGLAND CROPS. 


Malay Visitation "Weula Re Welcomed 
by the Farming Population. 
Boston, July 19.—Last week's rains 
were not very copious, yet they re- 
freshed the earth in Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut and eastern Massachusetts, 
producing a noticeable effect in the 
fields. The absence of moisture is 
felt elsewhere in New England, though 
the crops have not begun to wilt so 
as to cause alarm. Frost did consider- 
able damage in the north, 
Maine—Observers in the various 
counties describe different conditions, 
There is perfect agreement as to 
hay, of whjch ‘there is a large crop 
everywhere. Grain in Androscoggin 
is rusting badly, while at Washington 
and Penobscot the condition is most 
promising at present. Potatoes are 
good in Washington and Aroostook; in 
Kennebec, Oxford, Somerset and Waldo, 
on the other hand, drought and beetles 
are affecting the plants materially. All 
crops are growing wonderfully in Knox, 
New Hampshire—Belknap potatoes 
are poor because of the drought, but 
grain ‘is generally good. Drought is 
injuring Carroll crops generally. Rain 
is needed for Cheshire potatoes, corn 
and pastures, and apples are falling. 
Showers have improved Merrimac crops, 
but apples will be short: In Rocking- 
ham hoed crops need rain; pastures 
still good; haying soon finished. Corn, 
potatoes and small fruit are suffering 
in. Strafford and Sullivan. : 
Vermont—From all counties come re- 
ports of the desire for rain, the want 
‘of which is beginning to be felt, though 
the crops are in fair condition. | Poe 
tatoes are rusting badly in some sec- 
tions of Addison, and corn is below the 
average. Dry weather is rolling corn 
and damaging potatoes in Bennington. 
In Grand Isle apples willbe less than 
half a crop. An unusually large crop 
of hay has been half secured in Rut- 
land. Windsor will have a large crop 
of‘fine quality hay. 
Connecticut—Corn is. doing finely in 
Fairfield and Tolland and poorly in New 
“Haven Apples will not be abundant, 


while :the reverse condition is true as.to. 


the “apples of the earth.” Small fruits 
and vegetables will be abundant in Fair- 
field. In New London a second crop of 
clover is starting well. 

Massachusetts—Franklin and Middle- 
sex report the only indications of a 
good yield of apples, and in all counties 
potatoes are thriving and other crops 
ina state to furnish little ground of 
complaint save cranberries in Plymouth, 
where the dry spell has been injurious, 
Hay is as plentiful as in the adjoining 
states. Hampden will have a plenty of 
berries. 

Rhode Island—Rain gave new vigor to 
the crops, which are looking well 
throughout the state. In Kent oats 
are light and apples falling.

Size of -Sewer Pipes. 


The'size of the sewer pipes is troub- 
ling some of the good citizens of And- 
over. It is no wonder that tothe man 
who has been accustomed once a year 
to dig up the four inch drain to his own 
single sink because it filled up, the 
twelve inch pipe for Andover’s whole 
centre settlement seems small. 

That there might be some, reliable 
information upon this subject we have 
interviewed Commissioner John E. 
Smith, whose knowledge gives angwer 
that the Andover system is*not only 
ample, but generous in its provieions. 
From Mr, Smith we learn the follow- 
ing very important truths, 

Ist. The very fact that our grand 

father’s four inch drain clogged so fre- 
quently was because of the small 
amount of matter flowing through it, 
and the slight fall so often allowed in 
laying. 
_ 2d. Sewage will flow more freely and 
with lessdanger of clogging through 
an opening with asharp curve than 
through one more shallow, which leads 
engineers to advise just as small pipe 
as can possibly be used, laid with, as 
genérous a fall as can be easily., ob- 
tained. 

3d. In laying out the Andover sewer- 


age system, advantage has been taken | 


of the sharp fall that the lay of the 
land furnishes, and which is of great 
assistance in the quick carrying off of 
the sewage. 

4th. The, most careful estimating 
by engineers and commissioners has 
been going on for nearly’ two years to 
make sure that the pipes were right 
and the final result has been endorsed 
by the arbiter of all such matters, the 
state board of health. ; 

From these estimates: Commissioner 
Smith states that the system now un- 
der way will carry off 2,500,000 gallons 
of sewage aday, or more than_the en- 
tire amount of water. furnished for all 
Andover by our water works system. 

To show what a_six inch pipe wil! 
do under varying grades, it may. be 
stated that the Essex Street: six inch 
sewer will carry away 800,000 gallons 
of sewage per day, while the Chestnut 
Street six inch sewer will carry off but 
480,000 gallons. ul : 

When we take into account that the 
total amount of water used in all And- 
over is but 350,000 gallons per day it 
will be seen how generous the pro- 
vision has been. 4 

In all wet ground, under-drains are 
being laid and special pains are being 
taken to make tight work, so that the 


| leakage will be reduced to a mini- 


mum, 


Editorial Cinders. - 


The amount of local building this 
year is probably less than for several 
years. While this is disappointing 
from the, builder’s and assessor’s stand- 
points, we are inclined to think it is for 
the real good of the town. 

There is a point in town growth in 
the number of buildings it contains, 
beyond which it is very disastrous to 
go, and Andover is very near to that 
point, ; 

Too many vacant houses and tene- 
ments very quickly become a depreci- 
ating force in the real estate market 
and as such, change a good investment 
into a very poor oné. * It-is just as well 
that building’ should go slowly fora 
year or two but when it does start up 
again let some enterprising man erect 
a dozen small single houses to rent for 
$12 to $15 a month, and he will. secure 
a good investment.

Postmaster Bliss Secures an Appropriation 
for that Purpose, ; 


Beginning Sept. 1, our post office will 
have an annual appropriation which will 
be expended in furnishing conveyance 
for the delivery and collection of one of 
the carriers. 

The present reute of letter carrier 
Feeney covers such a large territory that 
the delivery and collection of the mail is 
not as efficient-as would be desired. It 
at present includes the district on the 
west side of the town from T. Dennie 
Thomson's on Abbot Street to Frye Vil- 
lage, including Abvctt and Marland, 
There is but one delivery a day on part 
of this route at present, and since the in- 
auguration of the free delivery the route 
has been necessarily curtailed. 

The department has not as yet formu- 
lated any definite plan but it is to be ex- 
pected with the extra appropriation they 
will be able to cover more territory. and 
to increase the promptness of the col- 
lection of the mails, 

This new concession to the Andover 
office was secured chiefly through the 
efforts of our congressman who is ever 
alive to the interests of his district. Post- 
master Bliss has also shown commend- 
able energy in the matter.and his work 
will be thoroughly appreciated by the 
townspeople and especially by that por- 
tion who will be thus benefitted by. the 
new appropriation. 


Serious Assault Case. 


Wednesday evening in Police Court, 
Oscar Newcomb of Ballardvale was fined 
$15 by Judge Poor for disturbing the 
peace. Newconib was one of a party of 
four Ballardvale mén who caused a 
serious disturbance at George Pillsbury’s 
house last Saturday. They bought cider 
from Pillsbury in the afternoon and re- 
turning in the evening demanded more. 
Newcomb was.in a state of intoxication 
and Pillsbury refused to sell any more 
whereupon the crowd proceeded to take 
matters into theirown bands. They en- 
tered the house and—smashed things gen- 
erally knocking out a whole window, 
sash and all. They also broke furniture 
and severely assaulted the inmates of the 
house. An old man named Store was 
badly used upand cut on the arm while 
others were also cut and -gashed. 

Warrants were issued for their arrest 
and in answer to the summons Newcomb 
and one of the Daleys only appeared 
Wednesday night. Newcomb was charged 
with disturbing the peaceand after ey- 
idence had been given he acknowledged 
that he was so drunk he could remember 
notliing of what had occurred and was 
fined $15. 

The case against the others was con- 
tinued on account of their non-appear- 
ance with that of. Geo. Pillsbury. a wit- 
ness for the prosecution. They will now 
have to answer to a charge of contempt 
of court as well,and they will be arrested 
at sight.

Rebert Hodge, the’ present owner of 
the bakery has been in Andover for many 
ears and purchased the concern from 
W. Driscoll. He has built up for him- 
self a good business but. it is not congen- 
ial to his health and on that account he 
has decided to give it up. He has_ pur- 
chased a farm in North Andover and will 
make a speciality of raising hens.

Doings of the Boys at Santiago and at 
Chickamauga Park, Georgia. 


¢ 

While part of the army has been fight- 
ing valiantly before Santiago, thousands 
of troops at Chickamauga are being 
drilled daily there and are getting 
wearied at the delay of not getting into 
active service. . Many of the men how 
ever are enjoying the historic scenery 
around and the following extract from 
a letter from Private Raymond Buchan, 
tells of an interesting trip. to Lookout 
Mountain. 

“Yesterday we went to 
Mountain. Capt. Forbes was with us so 
we could stay ail day and didn’t need any 
passes. The passes are Only issued for 
six hours, we stayed all day. We went 
to church at 6.380 a. M., then started off 
for Lytle, got a train there for Chattanoo- 
ga‘and from there by electrics to the foot 
of the mountain. The car that goes up 
the side of the mountain goes up almost 
straight at one place, but the scenery is 
something fine. Well, we landed at the 
top all right, a distance of about 2,700 
feet above Chattanooga, and began a tour 
ofinspection. We first went to Point 
Lookout and there I saw one of the pret- 
tiest sights I ever saw in my life, ou 
can see seven different states from this

point. You can see right below Mocca- 
sin Bend,;*~made by the winding of the 
Tennessee River, it looks just like a foot. 
We had pointed out to us by an old Vet 
the position of the different armies. On 
this rock there was-D. H. Henderson’s, 
1863, name cut. Jack Henderson says it 
was his uncle David. We left here and 
walked round the mountain awhile and 
came to Natural Bridge, a large rock that 
looks just like a bridge, underneath was 
a spring of ice cold water. - Then there 
was the Lion’s Mouth, Telephone Rock, 
Bulldog’s Head, Camel’s Back and the 
Twin Sisters. After we saw these we 
went down the Incline again and went to 
Chattano It’s a fine city, I think the 

rettiest city I ever saw, some of the 

uildings are made of handsomé stone 
and bricks. We saw the Chattanoo 
Times building. It is built of the same 
kind of stone as the Central Building. 

We intended to go out to the National 
Cemetery but we didn’t have time. We 
left Chattanooga at 5 o’clock and got 
home at six, and we al] thought our 
money well peat. I would like to travel 
a little while longer at the Government’s 
expense. ; 

ohn and George M. Henderson are 
now the cooks (of Company L and the 
boys all say they are the best cooks they 
have had so far. The previous cook only 
washed his hands when he washed his 
dishes, so that the boys must have been 
getting some savoury ? viands. Private 
ucban and Smith are on the ambulance 
corps. 

Another letter just received shows it 
is pot all play : 

“We are all well and patiently waiting 
for our ‘next move which rumor says 
will be Framingham. We break up camp 
to-morrow morning fora march and will 
be gone three or fourdays. We will take 
everything with us -the same as if ‘we 
were going for good. We had -one of 
these marches before but we only went 
about five miles. Each company gota 
new mule wagon last week. The regi 
ment has been recruited up to 106 men to 
each company now and has been all 
equipped so we are ready to move any 
time. 

Major Cogswell examined our Com- 
pany this morning to see if our vaccina- 
tion took, but the vaccus must have been 
poor for only a few had taken. They 
say there are one hundred cases of ‘ty* 
phoid fever at the division hospital and 
about 1000 cases in the Park. I don’t 
know of any in our company. All of the 
Andover boys are enjoying good health.” 

The following letter from Joseph A. 
Brochu who isat Santiago with Co. F. 
Oth Mass., will be of interest just now. 

He says, ‘‘We were in a hard fight July 
4th and had a narrow escape as bullets 
were flying all around us, over our heads 
and in all directions. We beat the Span- 
iards and the Americans had three men 
slightly woundéd in the 9th Regt. None 
of the Lawrence boys were hurt at. that 
battle. The Spaniards say the loss on 
their side is about one thousand killed 
and many more wounded, and the Amer- 
cans captured over one thousand Span- 
ish prisoners, have biown up nearly all 
the Spanish war ships and are not likely 
to do any more bombarding. The first 
bight we landed in Cuba we were ordered 
to march to the front (that was seventeen 
miles walk from where we had the big 
battle) and we started two hours after. 
We got off the: boat at ten o’clock at 
night and got on the battle field at four 
o’clock in the morning, and. fought all 
that day and night, The Spanish - tried 
hard to break through our lines but we 
kept them back all that night with a 
heavy loss on their side. 

We have not been fighting for three or 
four days since then for the Spaniards 
raised the flag of truce and could not fight 
till they took itdown again. I think it will 
not last very long, for the Spaniards are 
talking peace already. We are liable to 
have a very heavy battle soon if the 
Spaniards don’t make some other arrang- 
ments.” : 

Mr. Brochu’s letter was ten days com- 
ing to Andover. It will be remembered 
that he was married to Miss Esther Wil- 
liamson of West Parish, last November. 
He was a member of Co. F. 9th Regt. for 
three years. His three years were up the 
day he was sent tothe front. Heis the 
ree Kageg from Andover who is at the

SEWER ONE-SEVENTH FINISHED

Seven Contracted for. 


The good weather of the past week has 


enabled the contractors to push the work _ 


on the sewer vigorously, and as a -result 
nearly one niile of pipe has been laid, ali 
of which is in or near the centre of town, 


This week much of the street which 
has been torn up since the first of the 
month has been cleaned up, more especi- 
ally Essex Street and the business por. 
tion of Main Street. The pipe on Essex 
Street has all been laid with the exception 
of a portion of the intercepting sewer at 
the end near the depot. In the Essex 
Street trench a great deal of blasting had 
to be done and this somewhat retarded 
the work, ‘ 
The sewer on Main Street has been 
completed from the square to Chestnut 
Street. Four manholes have been built 
in that section. From Chestnut Street 
ipe is being laid rapidly and Main Street 
is torn up toa point near Morton Street, 
Nery little blasting will need to be dong 
on this part. » ‘ 
Work has beep continued on Park 
Street and here some difficulty js being 
experienced with water in the trenches. 
The greatest depth of any of the trenches 
in town- will be attained- on--Park: Street 
in front of the Engine House. Fifteen 
feet-will be the depth and this is made 
necessary on account of the low lying 
and swampy land. beyond on Chestnut 
Street.

ANDOVER'S SUMMER SCHOOL 


Sloyd Work and Play School Opened in 
Guild Building and Stowe School, 


The long summer vacation of the chil- 
dren of the public schools is apt to tend 
toward idleness and in cases mischieyous- 
ness and in order to in part effect this 
tendency the Summer School was inaug- 


urated Monday morning with a very 
gratifying attendance. : ‘ 

Last year Superintendent of schools,

work a play school has been started in

Here between 20 and 30 
boys receive instructions every morning 
between eight and nineo’clock.

Moore, The 
fee is 10 cents a lesson and the session 
will extend over six weeks. 

At the Stowe School every morning 
the play-school is in full swing and 20 
boys are in attendance. Lessons: are | 
given in gardening, printing and music. 
Out door games are indulged in and the 
children are made to feel that it is a play 
school. The Fics classes are in 
charge of John C, Angus and the boys do 
the printing used in connection with 
their classes. Miss Read is teacher of 
music. _ The fee is ten cents per week. 

The interest ‘ffithe play school is so 
great that there are. many. names on the 
visiting list and-as a boy drops out of the 
school or is dismissed for mipebiaviour, 
one from the waiting list is ta!

New York, July 21.—The first. bale of 
cotton of the crop of 1898, which was 
presented to President McKinley “by the 
citizens of New Orleans to be sold for the 
benefit of the United States hospital 
fund, was sold yesterday in front-of the 
Cotton Exchange. The first bid was 
$200, rising by $50 bids to $500, at which 
price the bale was sold to the exchange. 
it will be redonated to the hospital fund, 
The price secured for the bale is the 
highest since the civil war, when cotton 
was $2 a pound.

IN UB MARKETS. 


Butter Situation Influenced Fa- 
vorably by Two Causes. 


Strictly Fine Creamery Higher Than a 
Week Ago—Bayers Still Disinclined to 
Pay Asked Figures—Eggs Iu Light Re- 
celpt—How Flour Prices Stand, 


“Boston, July 20.—The butter market 
has gained more strength under the in- 
fluence of the falling off in the make and 
the comparatively light supplies com- 
ing forward, and strictly fine creamery 
is quoted half a dollar a hundred higher 
than a week ago, Buyers are not re- 
sponding freely to the advance, but the 
indications are that it will be established, 
as the butter is costing that much more 
laid down here. 

So far as our trade is concerned, the | 
‘game unsatisfactory conditions exist 
that have been prevalent for several 
weeks past, In but few cases can round 
lots be sold at any advance on cost, and 
the result is that owners are carrying 
stock in hopes of a better market later. 
Buyers who have been waiting for lower 
rates in order to stock up are disap- 
pointed, and are endeavoring to cover 
themselves the best way they can, but 
they are not operating with any spirit. 
They were willing to pay last week's 
current rate, that is 17 cents for strictly 
fine lots, but when 17% cents were asked 
they demurred and run around a good 
deal before making up their minds. For 
most of the western extra offered in 
straight lots 17 cents was all that could 
be obtained, but these contained more 
or less defective tubs which were in- 
cluded in the sale., Most of the sales re- 
ported were on the basis of 17% cents, 
and for some of the lots offered buyers 
would not pay over 17 cents. Perhaps 
a@ range of 17 to 17% cents should be 
given, with 18 cents for fancy lots. 

There was a fair jobbing trade, anda 
little higher range of prices had to be 
asked, in keeping’ with the rising ten- 
dency of the wholesale market... Some 
dealers quoted 18 to 19% cents, and others 
18% to 20 cents, including tubs and boxes, 
but all agreed that strictly’ fine butter 
could not be bought as low as a week 
aga... , i 

The receipts for the week were 32,114 
tubs and 24,956 boxes, a total weight of 
1,501,184 pounds, against 1,660,205 pounds 
the previous week and 1,828,459 pounds 
the corresponding week last year. 

The statement of the Quincy Market 
Cold Storage company for the week is as 
follows: Put in, 16,211 tubs; taken out, 
“1685 tubs; stock, 145,943 tubs, against 
158,151 tubs same time last year, a de- 
crease of 12,208 tubs.. The Eastern Cold 
Storage company reports 12.000 tubs. 


CHEESE, EGGS AND BEANS. 

Sales of cheese continue to run along 
at 7% to 7% cénts in lots as-wanted. 
Round lots are still hard to place at 7%
